In 1853 Herrman Hohler, a German, was hanged 
at the Old Bailey for murdering bis wife and 
afterwards boiling her body. In 1857 Dominico 
Redainez, a Spaniard, killed two young English 
girls near Dover and was executed at Maidstone. 
In 1858 Christian Sattler, a German, shot In- 
spector Thain and cut up the body. He expiated

On 2 the King was to pay a visit to the Earl and 
Countess of Derby at Knowsley Hall, Liverpool, to be present 


at the Grand National Steeplechase, in which His Majesty's 
horse, Ambush II, competes. Following on the King's 
return to London on Friday, active 3 commence 
. for His Majesty's visit to Portugal, which has been 
arranged for the beginning of April. Great interest 
attaches to the forthcoming tour, Portugal being the 
first Continental country to receive a visit from King 
Edward VII. since his accession to the throne. The 
significance of this interchange of courtesies lies in the 
fact that the ancient alliance between the two countries has 
of late been strengthened by many acts which prove that 
something more than conventional friendship exists 
between the two countries. ` Elaborate preparations are 
being made by the King of Po: and the people of 
Lisbon to accord King Edward a right Royal reception. 


Death of Dean Farrar.—Another distingmsned 
churchman, in the person of Dean Farrar, author of the 
celebrated ** Life of Christ," has passed away. The late 
Dean, who had been ailing for some time past, was so far 
convalescent that on Saturday he drove from his quaint 
old residence at Canterbury to the 9 ground 
to witness the King’s School sports. On the following day 
he had a severe throat attack, and so ill did he become that 
it was requested that prayers for his recovery should be 
offered at the evening s rvice in the Cathedral. Before 
that time arrived, however, the great preacher" passed 
gamy away in the presence of his nearest relatiyes and 
triends. 


Mr. Chamberlain in the City.—-The Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, M.P., was on Friday last the recipient 
of a magnificent reception by the City Corporation of 
London at the Guildhall, where an Address of congratu- 
lution on his return from South Africa was presented to 
the Colonial Secretary. "The Archbishop of Canterbu y, 
Lord Roberts, the Lord Mayor, all the members ot. the 
Cabinet, the Colonial Agents-General, and many members 
of both Houses of Parliament were among thore who 
assembled to do honour to the member for West Birming- 


ham. In thanking the Corporation. dignitaries for the 
honour done him, Mr. Chamberlain remarked that when 
he last spoke in that hall he stated his conviction that the 


war in which we were then engaged was a justand inevitable 
one, and that when it pena d it would bring an enduring 
peace and a a hope of a strong, united, and 
prosperous South Africa. Fresh from his remarkable and 
most interesting experiences in that country, he now felt 
warranted in repeating tho:e assurances. Afterwards, the 
right hon. gentleman was driven to the Mansion House, 
iet. luncheon was served. Responding to the toast of 
the health of himself and his wife, Mr. Chamberlain said 
his visit to South Africa was so great a success that it 
might with advantage be from time to time repeated. 
Mr. Balfour, in proposing the health of the Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress, said Mr. Chamberlnin's mission had 
made the relationship between the Mother Country and 
the Colonies a flesh-and-blood communication.

Ship on Fire in Dock.—Fire broke out on Satur- 
day in the main hold of the steam-ship Migneo Faénz, 
800 tons, lying at North Quay, Millwall Duck.

Niagara Falls Nearly Drv.—A curious phe- 
nomenon, unparalleled since 1848, is reported from 
America. The floating ice from Lake Erie got jammed in 
the Niagara River, near Goat Island, with the-result that 
the water was diverted from the American to the Canadian 
channel. Only a thin stream of water trickled over the 
American fall, while the usual volume thundered over the 
Horseshoe Falls Below Goat Island the river-bed was 
nearly dry, and numbers of men, women, and children 
crossed over on foot.

Exciting Rescues from Fire, Some exciting 
scenes were witnessed at a fire which broke out at a house 
in Whitechapel early on Monday morning.

Essex Mystery.— One of the most remarkable 
mysteries on record has been engaging the closest attention 
of the Essex police during the week, and at the time of 
writing its'elucidation is apparently as far off as when

goes back to May 1899, when a lady named Miss Camille 
Holland, wealthy and well connected, went to live in 
Moat Hall Farm, near Saffron Walden, in Essex, Miss 
Holland was accompanied by a man named Samuel 
Herbert Douġul, who is described as an Army pensioner, 
aged forty-five, of erect and military bearing. "For three 
weeks the couple occupied the Moat Farm, which is a 
lonely, desolate spot far removed from other human 
| habitation. - Then Miss Holland disappeared, and from 
| that day no sign or trace of the missing lady has been 
vouchsafed to her friends and relatives, At present the 
police are subjecting the farmhouse itself, the surround - 
inz grounds, and the. moat — which has been drained 
for the purpose to an exhaustive examination, in 
the hope of finding some clue to the whereabouts of 
Miss Holland—dead or alive. Meantime Dougal lies 
under remand on a charge of forging a cheque purport- 
ing to bear Miss Holland's signature, and dated Aug. 28, 
1902, ‘When arrested ‘at the Bank of England, Dongal 
had over £700 in notes and gold in his possession, which, 
however, he affirms is his own money, and he steadily 
denies all knowledge of Miss Holland's whereabouts. 
Although the search at the Moat Farm has lasted for a 
week there have been as yet no material. discoveries, 
despite the extraordinary publicity given to the case in the 
Press. What at one time appeared to point a clue to the 
mystery was the finding of pait of a human skull in one of 
the outhouses, but the police have ascertained that: this 
relic of mortality has been lying about for a long time and 
it is not considered likely to have any bearing on the object 
of the quest.

FOOTBALL. 


ITTLE else was talked about in “ Rugger” circles 
lost week but the great Internationul between 


England and Scotland nt Richmond. In spite of 

ithe advance made by Wales and Ireland of late 

years, the meeting of the English and the Scots is 
still regarded as the most important of the season—any- 
way, the Caleutta Cup is at stake over the match, and that 
is saying a great deal. The Cup goes North of the Tweed 
again, for Scotland won by ten points to six, each ride 
scoring a Él of tries; the balance of four points in 
favour of the Scots coming from a dropped goal by ''imms— 
a splendid piece of. work, which deserved all praise. As 
Scotland had already beaten Ireland and Wales, the 
International Championship goes to the Land o' Cakes. 


Alterations were necessary in both sides from those 
originally selected, and perhaps the most serious defection 
was that of the Scottish captiin, Mark Morrison, who hes 
been so great a personality for years past. His loss to 
Scotland was like Danielis’ was to England. Yet without 
his leadership the Scots held the advantage in the pack last 
Saturday, and it was chiefly owing to the superior heeling- 
out-and dribbling of the Scottish forwards that the game 
went against England. The first try was gained by 
R. Forrest, the Somerset three-quarter, but Fletcher failed 
to kick a goal, although the place was fairly easy, Then 
came Timms’ dropped goal, and soon after Dallas scored a 
try for Scotland, who held the lead of 7 points to 3 at tho 
interval.

The 
shovels used in this implement are det:ichable, and of vary- 
ing sizes suitable to the width of the space between the rows 
to be cultivated. The ends of the shovel-blade extend back- 
ward at on le to the body of the blade, so as to shovel 
the soil laterally among the ante in the drill and cover up 
any little vegetation that the blade cannot reach without 
eniting the plants. Another type of blade also is provided, 
which will found useful for certain conditions. This 
blade, us shown in the engraving, is rounded at the lower 
corner of each end, so as to prevent injury to the plants. 
These bindes are sufficient for ordinary surface work, but 
when deeper cultiv;tion is required cultivator-teeth may 
he sttached to the shovel-blades, as shown in the sectional 
views. These teeth are of various sizes and shape to suit 
diffevent requirements. Some of the blades employed may 
be turned backward, others downward, and others again 
may be mide with turned ends. The object of turning the 
teeth back ward is to shovel the dirt in the drills among the 
plants, The implement is very effective and of simple con- 
struction. It is also very light, and by its use plants may, 
be readily kept under required cultivation.
